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REPORT. 


Durine the quarter ending 3lst March 1901, there were registered in 
Scotland 32,063 Births, 21,343 Deaths, and 6942 Marriages. From Table IIT. 
it will be seen that these numbers are all below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years,

BIRTHS. 


32,063 Births were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
annual rate of 299 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 2°99 per 
cent. 

In the Principal Town Districts, the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons 
was 306; in the Large Town Districts, 310; in the Small Town Districts, 317 ;,in 


the Mainland-Rural Districts, 273; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 195.

In Greenock the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons was 349; in 
Glasgow, 321; in Aberdeen, 320; in Paisley, 299; in Leith, 291; in Dundee, 
281; in Perth, 268 ; and in Edinburgh, 247. 


Of the 32,063 Births, 2156, or 6°7 per cent., were illegitimate. In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, 9°3 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate; in the 
Principal Town Districts, 6°4; in the Small Town Districts, 6:2; in the Large 
Town Districts, 5°4; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 4°5 per cent. 


A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. From Table I. it 
will be seen that the rate of illegitimacy was highest in the North-Eastern and 
Southern Divisions, and from Table II. that in nine of the Counties the rate was 
10 per cent. or over. The lowest rate in any County occurred in Shetland, viz., 
2°1 per cent. ; and the highest in Wigtown, viz., 18°] per cent. 


Of the 32,063 Births, 16,474 were of males, and 15,589 of females, being in 
the proportion of 105:7 males to every 100 females. 10,986 Births were regis- 
tered during January, being at the rate of 354 daily ; 10,010 during February, or 
357 daily ; and 11,067 during March, or 357 daily.

DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 21,343 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 199 for every ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1°99 per cent. 


The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 
was 146,606, being at the annual rate of 183 for every ten thousand of the esti- 
mated population, or 1°83 per cent,

The Death-rate in Glasgow for every ten thousand persons was 241; 
in Edinburgh, 220; in Dundee, 214; in Greenock, 205; in Paisley, 204; in 
Aberdeen, 198; in Perth, 189; and in Leith, 173. 


Of the 21,343 Deaths, 10,583 were of males and 10,760 of females. 7310 
Deaths were registered during January, or 236 daily; 6995 during February, 
or 250 daily ; and 7038 during March, or 227 daily. 


MARRIAGES. 


6942 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at 
the rate of 65 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°65 per cent. 


Marriages were registered in the Principal Town Districts at the rate of 75 
for every ten thousand of the estimated population ; in the Large Town Districts 
at the rate of 68; in the Small Town Districts at the rate of 65; in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts at the rate of 44; and in the Insular-Rural Districts at the rate of 56. 


In Glasgow the Marriage-rate for every ten thousand persons was 83; in 
Dundee, 77; in Paisley, 76; in Aberdeen, 75; in Perth, 73; in Greenock, 68; 
in Edinburgh, 67 ; and in Leith, 63. 


3625 Marriages were registered during January, or 117 daily; 1637 during 
February, or 58 ‘daily ; and 1680 during March, or 54 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 32,063, and the Deaths 
21,343, the natural increase of the population, not allowing for changes caused by 
emigration or immigration, was 10,720, No reliable estimate can be formed as 
to the number of immigrants, but with regard to emigrants it is found from 
Returns furnished by the Board of Trade that the number of these for the 
quarter amounted to 47,717, of whom 18,896 were English, 2442 Scottish, 3488 
Irish, 21,510 Foreigners, and 1381 whose nationality was not distinguished, but of 
whom it may be assumed that 73 were Scottish. If, then, 2442 +73, the number 
of Scottish emigrants, be deducted from the number representing the excess of 


Births over Deaths, the approximate increase of the population for the quarter 
is found to be 8205.

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


About 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland being resident in these 
towns, it is believed that the mortality from various diseases observed in them 
must give a fairly accurate indication of that which prevails in the country at large. 


The total Deaths in these towns, was 3074 during January, 2911 during 
February, and 2968 during March; and of these, 103 in January, 108 in 
February, and 123 in March, were from causes not specified and ill-defined. 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 42] Deaths in January, being at the rate of 3-04 
per thousand of the estimated population ; 384 in February, or 3°07 per thou- 
sand ; and 395 in March, or 2°85 per thousand. 


Small-pox caused 36 Deaths in January, or 0°26 per thousand; 57 in 
February, or 0°46 per thousand ; and 74 in March, or 0°53 per thousand... To 
Measles were attributed 78 Deaths in January, or 0°56 per thousand; 72 in 
February, or 0°58 per thousand ; and 53 in March, or 0°38 per thousand. From 
Scarlet Fever there resulted 13 Deaths in January or 0°10 per thousand; 20 in 
February or 0°16 per thousand; and 16 in March, or 0712 per thousand. 
Hooping-Cough caused 204 Deaths in January, or 1°47 per thousand; 170 in 
February, or 1°36 per thousand; and 177 in March or 1:28 per thousand. To 
Diphtheria were ascribed 30 Deaths in January, or 0°22 per thousand; 24 in 
February, or 0°19 per thousand; and 22 in March, or 0°16 per thousand. From 
Feyers there resulted 36 Deaths in January, or 0°26 per thousand; 21 in 
February, or 0°17 per thousand ; and 22 in March, or 0:16 per thousand. 


Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 42 Deaths in January, or 0°30 per thousand ; 
36 in February, or 0°29; and 35 in March, or 0°25, 

Venereal Diseases caused 16 Deaths in January, 9 in February, and 14 in 
March. | 


‘From Intemperance there resulted 22 Deaths in January, 8 in February, and 
13 in March. | 
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Constitutional Diseases caused 585 Deaths in January, 520 in February, 
and 541 in March; and of these, Cancer was the cause of 128 in January, of 
121 in February, and of 113 in March; Phthisis of 295 in January, being at the 
annual rate of 2°13 per thousand of the estimated population ; 244 in February, 
or 1°95 per thousand ; and 252 in March, or 1°82 per thousand. 


Developmental Diseases caused 213 Deaths in January, 211 in February, 
and 224 in March. 


To Diseases of the Nervous System were attributed 308 Deaths in January, 
319 in February, and 359 in March. 


From Diseases of the Respiratory System there resulted 581 Deaths in 
January, 665 in February, and 613 in March ; and of these, Croup was the cause 
of 3 in January, of 3 in February, and of 6 in March; Bronchitis of 285 in 
January, of 328 in February, and of 293 in March ; and Pneumonia of 242 in 
January, 261 in February, and 254 in March. 


Diseases of the Digestive Organs caused 208 Deaths in January, 170 in 
February, and 153 in March. 


To Diseases of the Urinary System were ascribed 92 Deaths in January, 74 
in February, and 92 in March. 


Parturition, or Diseases resulting therefrom (including Puerperal Fever), 
caused 16 Deaths in January, 14 in February, and 17 in March. 


The Violent Deaths numbered 126 in January, 95 in February, and 96 in 
March. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the’ quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

January was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little above the 
average, With a monthly range a little under it; a mean temperature nearly the 
average, with a mean daily range half a degree under it; an average mean 
humidity ; a mean rainfall fully an inch less than the average, falling one day 
more than the average; a large preponderance of south-easterly winds, blowing 
with the average force of the month. 


February was characterised by a high mean barometric pressure, with a monthly 
range a little under the average ; a mean temperature two degrees under the average, 
with a mean daily range half a degree above it ; a mean humidity a little less than 
the average; a mean rainfall, little more than half the average, and falling on three 
days fewer than the average ; an eight days’ excess of northerly and north-westerly 
winds, blowing with a force less than has been recorded since 1891. 
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March was characterised by a rather low barometric pressure, with an 
unusually large monthly range, greater, indeed, than any recorded since 1876; a 
mean temperature, and a mean daily range both rather under the average ; a mean 
humidity, less than the average; a mean rainfall, considerably less than the 
average, falling one day more than the average; and a large excess of northerly 
and easterly winds, blowing with a force greater than in any March since 1883. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 29°878 inches in January, 30°053 inches in February, and 29°756 
inches in March. The mean temperature for the quarter was 37°:4, being 0°°5 
below the average mean temperature of the corresponding quarter for the last ten 
years. The mean temperature during January was 37°°8; during February, 
35°:9 ; and during March, 38°°5. The absolute highest temperature was 57°:7 in 
January, 57°°8 in February, and 64°:0 in March; the absolute lowest temperature 
being 15°°6 in January, 0°°5 in February, and 1°°0 in March. Rain fell on 17 
days in January, on 13 days in February, and on 16 days in March; the mean 
depth being 2°97 inches in January, 2°06 inches in February, and 2°43 inches in 
March. Easterly winds blew on 9 days in January, on 6 days in February, and 
on 12 days in March. Westerly winds blew on 14 days in January, on 12 days 
in February, and on 11 days in March. Northerly winds blew on 7 days in 
January, on 14 days in February, and on 12 days in March. Southerly winds 
blew on 12 days in January, on 4 days in February, and on 7 days in March.

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NOTES ON THE NUMERICAL RETURNS OF SCOTTISH METEOROLOGY 
FOR THE QUARTER ENDING 31st MARCH 1901. 


By Dr Bucuan, under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish Meteorological Society. 


THESE returns are founded on the observations made, morning and evening, at 65 of 
the Stations of the Scottish Meteorological Society, and have been prepared from the 
Observers’ separate schedules. 

From the individual results for each station, the following collective results have 
been obtained, assuming them to have been equally well observed, and to represent the 
whole country :—

JANUARY 1901— 

Hence the weather of JANUARY 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure a little above the average, with a monthly’ range slightly under it; a mean 
temperature about half a degree above the average, with the average daily-range ; a very 
low humidity ; a mean rainfall, about an inch less than the average, but falling on 
the average number of days; a slight excess of N.E. winds, a little stronger than the 
average. 

“The mean barometric pressure was 29°878 inches, cr 0°082 inch above the average. 
At stations on the eastern side of the country south of the Grampians, the excess of 
ressure was somewhat. less than elsewhere, thus forming gradients for the excess of 
AE. winds which prevailed. 

The mean temperature was 37°°8 or 0°°6 above the average, the excess being equally 
divided between the days and the nights. Over south-western and south-eastern 
districts, temperature was slightly under the average, whereas at many places north of 
the Grampians, temperature was fully a degree above the average. The coldest weather 
occurred on the last week, when the mean temperature at Aberdeen and Leith was 
3°°0 under the average. The absolutely highest temperature was 57°°7 on the 14th at 
Glencarron, and the lowest 15°°6 on the 10th at Braemar. 

The mean rainfall was 2°97 inches, or 23 per cent. under the average. The 
rainfall was above the average in a few scattered districts in the counties of Aberdeen, 
Banff, Inverness, Sutherland, and Orkney, but the excess was small, except at Logie 
Coldstone, where it was 67 per cent. above the average. In all other parts of the 
country the rainfall was short of the average, the deficiency generally being from a 
third to a half of the average. Comparatively little rain fell on the first half of the 
month ; but during the rest of the month wet and stormy weather prevailed. 

FEBRUARY 1901— 

Thus the weather of FEBRUARY 1901 was characterised by a high mean baro- 
metric pressure, with a monthly range a little under the average ; a mean temperature 
two degrees and a half under the average, with a mean daily range about half a degree 
greater ; a mean humidity slightly less than the average; a mean rainfall an inch less 
than the average, fully 2 days fewer than the average; an 8 days’ excess of northerly 
winds, blowing with a force much under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30:053 inches, cr 0°203 inch above the 
average. Pressure was markedly greater in the west and north than in the east and 
south, resulting in an unwonted excess of northerly winds with dry cold weather. 

The mean temperature was 35°°9, or 2°:4 less than the. average, the days being 2°°1 
and the nights 2°°7 under the average. The lowest temperature occurred in inland 
situations from the Solway to the Grampians, where at several places it was about 
three degrees below the average ; but at stations in the west near the sea, temperature 
was scarcely a degree under the average. A marked feature of the weather of the 
month was the continuously low maximum temperature which prevailed, temperature 
at a considerable number of places not rising above 45°0-on any day. ‘The absolutely 
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highest temperature was 57°8 on the 20th at Lairg, and the lowest 0°°5 on the 14th 


at Braemar. 


The mean rainfall was 2°06 inches, or 33 per cent. less than the average. Its dis- 
tribution among the stations was very unequal. It was above the average in the counties 
of Aberdeen, Banff, Nairn, north-east of Inverness, Ross, Sutherland, and Caithness ; the 


_ excess being 61 per cent. at Gordon Castle, and 50: per cent. at Kingussie, Logie Coldstone, 


and Wick. Everywhere else it was less than the average, the greatest deficiency, up- 
wards of 70 per cent., being in inland situations south of the Grampians. South of the 
Grampians, nearly the whole of the rain fell during the last week, but to the north 
nearly the whole month may be characterised as wet and cold. 

MARCH 1901— 

Hence the weather of MARCH 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure, a little under the average, with a large monthly range, being the largest that 
has occurred since March 1876; a mean temperature, nearly a degree under the 
average, with the average diurnal range ; a mean humidity about the average; a mean 
rainfall a little under the average, falling 1 day more than the average; and 5 days’ 
excess of north-easterly winds, blowing with a force slightly above the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°756 inches, or 0°041 inch less than the 
average. Much lower pressures obtained in the south than in the north. Thus. while 
pressure was 0°088 inch under the average on the Solway, it was 0°008 inch above 
it at North Unst. The excess in the north and defect in the south brought about a pre- 
dominance of cold north-easterly winds. 

The mean temperature was 38°°5, or 0°:9 less than the average, the diminution 
of temperature being equally partitioned between the days and the nights. The 
deficiency of temperature was nearly equally distributed among all the districts of 
Scotland, The last week was the coldest part of the month, the mean temperature of 
which was 8°0. under the average at Glasgow and Aberdeen, The absolutely highest 
temperature was 64°°0 on the 10th at Aberdeen, and the lowest was 1°°0 on the 29th at 
Braemar. 

The mean rainfall was 2°43 inches, or 14 per cent. under the average. Its dis- 
tribution over the country was very irregular. . It was above the average over the slopes 
extending from the Grampians to the Moray. Firth, the excess being chiefly due to 
heavy falls of snow—the excess amounting at Inverness and Logie Coldstone to 50 per 
cent. Over the rest of Scotland it was under the average, but nowhere was the deficiency 
excessive, The larger portion of the precipitation occurred in all parts of the country 
during the first week ; and to the north of the Grampians the third and fourth were 
also characterised by frequent snow and rain. 

No auroras are reported for February and March,

NOTE.—The estimates of population now used are founded upon the numbers 
returned in the Summaries prepared by the Registrars after the recent 
Census. These numbers may be accepted as accurate enough for all 
practical purposes, and will be employed until the revised details of the 
Census are available. 


During the quarter ending 30th June 1901, there were registered in 
Scotland 34,646 Births, 20,029 Deaths, and 8187 Marriages. ‘able III. shows 
that the Births and Deaths are below, and the Marriages the same as, the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten previous years.

The 34,646 Births registered daring the quarter give an annual birth-rate 
of 310 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 3°10 per cent. 
Wt. 46.

The Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons in the Principal Town Districts 
was 320; in the Large Town Districts, 340; in the Small Town Districts, 321; 
in the Majuland-Rural Districts, 276; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 194. 


In Leith the Birth-rate for every ten thousand of the estimated population 
was 352; in Glasgow, 343 ; in Aberdeen, 321 ; in Paisley, 314; in Dundee, 311; 
in Greenock, 296 ; in Edinburgh, 262 ; and in Perth, 240. 


Of the 34,646 Births, 2113, or 6:1 per cent., were ilegitimate. In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, the illegitimate births occurred at the rate of 8:0 per 
cent. ; in the Principal Town Districts, at the rate of 6°2; in the Insular-Rural 
Districts, at the rate of 5°5; in the Small Town Districts, at the rate of 5°3; and 
in the Large Town Districts, at the rate of 4:7 per cent. 

A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland is given in Tables I. and II, Tablé I. show8 that the 
rate was highest in the North-Eastern and Southern Divisiotis, and Table IT. 
that in six of the Counties the rate was over 10 per cent. The lowest rate in any 
County occurred in Clackmannan, viz., 2°8 per cent. ; and the highest in Peebles, 
viz.; 14°0 per cent. 

Of the 34,646 Births, 17,603 were of males, and 17,043 of females, beitie in 
the proportion of 103-3 males to every 100 females. 11,750 Births were regis- 
tered during April, or 392 daily; 11,769 during May, or 380 daily; and 11,127 
during June, or 371 daily.

DEATHS, 


The Deaths of 20,029 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 179 for every ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1°79 per cent. 


The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 


was 128,589, being at the atinual rate of 158 for every teri thotisand of the esti- 
mated population, or,1:58 per; cetit, 
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rate was 168; in the Small Town Districts, 167 ; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
160; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 154. 


In Dundee the mortality was at the annual rate of 217 per ten thousand 
persons ; in Glasgow, 209; in Edinburgh, 207; in Paisley, 204; in Greenock, 
198; in Aberdeen, 185; in Leith, 182 ; and in Perth, 166. 


Of the 20,029 Deaths, 10,102 were of males, and 9927 of females. 7485 
Deaths were registered during April, or 250 daily; 6794 during May, or 219 
daily ; and 5750 durirg June, or 192 daily. 


MARRIAGES. 


8187 Marriages were registered during the quarter, being at the annual rate 
of 73 per ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°73 per cent. 


In the Principal Town Districts the Marriage-rate for every ten thousand of 
the estimated population was 89; in the Large Town Districts, 72; in the Small 
Town Districts, 67; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 56; and in the Insular- 
Rural Districts, 21. 


In Edinburgh Marriages were registered at the rate of 99 for every ten thou- 
sand persons; in Glasgow the rate was 97; in Aberdeen, 93; in Dundee, 77 ; 
in Perth, 75; in Greenock, 73 ; in Leith, 70; and in Paisley, 69, 


During April 85 Marriages were registered daily; during May, 29; and 
during June, 158, 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 34,646, and the Deaths 20,029, 
the natural increase of the population not allowing for changes caused by emigration 
or immigration was 14,617. No statistics are available regarding the number of 
immigrants, but from Returns furnished by the Board of Trade it is found that 
the number of emigrants for the quarter was 88,042, of whom 26,382 were English, 
4684 Scottish, 17,462 Irish, 38,439 Foreigners, and 1075 whose nationality was 
not distinguished but of whom it may be assumed that 58 were Scottish. Deduct- 
ing 4684458, the number of Scottish emigrants, from the number representing 


the excess of Births over Deaths, 9875 remains as the approximate increase of the 
population for the quarter.

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, 


Fully 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland being resident in these 
towns, it may be assumed that the mortality from various diseases observed in 
them will indicate with tolerable precision that which prevails in the country 
generally. 


The total Deaths in these towns was 3216 during April, 2842 during 
May, and 2366 during June; and of these, 125 in April, 106 in May, and 
52 in June, were from ill-defined and un-specified causes. 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 428 Deaths in April, being at the annual rate of 
314 per thousand of the estimated population ; 344 in May, or 2°44 per thou- 
sand ; and 307 in June, or 2:25 per thousand, Small-pox caused 26 Deaths in 
April, 6 in May, and 4 in June. From Measles there resulted 90 Deaths 
in April, or 0°66 per thousand; 75 in May, or 0°53 per thousand; and 90 
in June, or 0°66 per thousand. To Scarlet Fever were attributed 18 Deaths in 
April and in May, or 0°13 per thousand ; and 14 in June or 0°10 per thousand. 
To Hooping-Cough were ascribed 235 Deaths in April, or 1:73 per thousand ; 
200 in May, or 1:42 per thousand; and 160 in June or 1°18 per thousand. 
To Diphtheria were due 18 Deaths in April, or 0°13 per thousand ; 17 in May 
and in June, or 0°12 per thousand, Fevers caused 16 Deaths in April, 9 in 
May, and 12 in June. 


Diarrhea and Dyseutery caused 38 Deaths in April, or 0°28 per thousand ; 
55 in May, or 0°39; and 36 in June, or 0°26. 


From Venereal Diseases there resulted’ 19 Deaths in April, 18 in May, 
and 14 in June. . 


To Intemperance were due 9 Deaths in April, and 10 in May and in 
June, 
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Constitutional Diseases caused 582 Deaths in April, 604 in May, and 
475 in June; and of these, Cancer was the cause of 118 in April, 116 in 
May, and 123 in June; Phthisis of 278 in April, or 2°04 per thousand of the 
estimated population ; 292 in May, or 2°08 per thousand; and 216 in June, or 
1°59 per thousand. | 

To Developmental Diseases were ascribed 217 Deaths in April, 201 in May, 
and 164 in June, 

From Diseases of the Nervous’ System there resulted 382 in April, 319 in 
May, and 251 in June. 

Diseases affecting the Respiratory System cansed 649 Deaths in April, 
467 in May, and 386 in June; and of these, Croup was the cause of 2 in 
April, 4 in May, and lin June; Bronchitis of 284 in April, 167 in May, and 
131 in June; and Pneumonia of 303 in April, of 256 in May, and of 213 in June. 


To Diseases of the Organs of Digestion were attributed 197 Deaths in 
April, 208 in May, and 160 in June. 

From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 85 Deaths in April, 
77 in May, and 75 in June. | 

Parturition, or conditions in connection therewith (including Puerperal 
Fever), caused 19 Deaths in April, 23 in May, and 24 in June. 

The Deaths from Violent Causes amounted to 116 in April, 106 in May, and 
114 in June. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— i 

April was characterised by a low mean barometric pressure, with a monthly 
range slightly above the average; a mean temperature half a degree above the 
average, with a mean daily range considerably above the average; a mean 
humidity, a little under the average; a mean rainfall rather above the average, 
falling on four days more than the average; and a large excess of south- 
westerly winds. . 

May was characterised by an unusually high mean barometric pressure, with a 
monthly range also largely above the average ; a mean temperature 2°°4 above the 
average, with a mean daily range only thrice exceeded during the past forty years ; 
a low humidity ; a mean rainfall less than the average, falling on three days fewer 
than the average; and a very large excess of easterly winds of a force greatly 
under the average. 

June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure slightly aboye the 
average, with a monthly range considerably above the average; a mean tempera- 
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ture 4 little under the average; with a mean daily range considerably above it; a 
meati humidity greatly less than the avetage ; a mean rainfall about the average, 
falling one day fewer than the average; and a considerable excess of, southerly 
ahd westerly winds, blowing with a force much above the average. 


The mean height of the barometri¢ coltimn, reduced to sea-level atid 32° 
Fahr., was 29°737 inches in April, 30°125 inches in May, and 29°961 
inches in June. The mean tétiptrature for thé quarter was 50°:0, being 074 
above the average mean temperature for the corresponding quarter of the last ten 
years. The mean temperature during April was 44°°7; during May, 51°-4; and 
duririg June, 53°°8. The absolute highest temperature was 76°°9 in April, 80°-0 
in May; and 80°3 in June; the absolute lowest temperature being 20°°8 in April, 
27°-0 in May, aid 32°0 in June. Rain fell on 16 days in April, on 10 days in 
May, and on 14 days in June; the mean depth being 2-90 inches in April, 1:96 
inches in May, and 2°90 inches in June. Easterly winds blew on 9 days in April, 
on 14 days in May, and on 5 days in June. Westerly witids blew oii 13 days ib 
April, on 8 days in May, and on 17 days in June. Northerly winds blew on 7 days 
in April, on 9 days in May, and on 8 days in June. Southerly winds blew on 12 
days in April, on 8 days in May, ahd on 11 days in June.

APRIL 1901— 

Hence the weather of APRIL 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric pres- 
sure considerably under the average, with a monthly range a little above it; a mean 
wmperature halt a degree above the average, with a mean daily range much above it; a 
very low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall, seven-tenths of an inch above the average, 
falling on 3 days more than the average; and a three days’ excess of south-westerly 
winds, blowing with a force very little aboye the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°737 inches, cr 0°151 inch under the average, 
being the lowest mean pressure that has occurred since 1856, except in 1867, when it was 
. only 29°591 inches. The diminution of pressure was greater in the north and west than 
in the south and east, resulting in an increase of winds from the south-west. 

‘The mean temperature was 44°-7, or half a degree above the average, the days being 
1°°6 above it, but the nights 0°-5 below it. Thus the higher temperature of the month 
was wholly caused by the relatively high temperature of the days, due to the great 
dryness of the air and the strong sunshine which prevailed. Over a rather broad band 

xtending from the Grampians to the Firth of Tay and westwards to Loch Linnhe, 
temperature was under the average, the diminution’ being half a degree at Aberdeen, 
Lednathie, Montrose, Arbroath, Perth, Stronvar, and Airds. Elsewhere over Scotland 
temperature exceeded the average of the month, the excess being a degree in the 
Southern Highlands, along the south shore of the Moray Firth, and about two degrees 
in Shetland. The absolutely highest temperature was 76°:9 on the 21st at Glasgow, and 
the lowest 20°°8 on the 5th at Tillypronie. 

The mean rainfall was 2-90 inches, or 31 per cent. above the average. The distribu. 
tion of this rainfall over the country was very unequal, being under the average between 
the Firth of Forth and the Tweed, and in the counties of Aberdeen, Banff, Elgin, Nairn, 
Ross, and the northern half of Inverness. The greatest deficiency in the south-east was 
42 per cent. at Smeaton, whereas in Inverness-shire the deticiency at several places was 
50 per cent. In all other parts of Scotland the rainfall was above the average, the 
greatest excess, IN any cases more than 50 per cent., being in the counties of Shetland, 
Orkney, Caithness, Argyll, Lower Strathclyde, and Galloway. The greatest excesses were, 
in percentages, 100 at Bressay, 80 at Wick and Campbelton, 76 at Glenlee, and 65 at 
Wolfelee. Nearly the whole fell from the Ist to the 18th, and from the 27th to the 
29th. Very heavy rainfalls occurred on the 2nd and 8rd, amounting on the 2nd to 2°76 
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inches at Stronvar, 2°45 inches at. Glenlec, 2°35 inches at Greenock, and 2°26 inches at 


-Lednathie ; on the 3rd, 2°04 inches at Ochtertyre, and on the same days upwards of an 


inch fell at numerous stations. Snow and hail were of occasional occurrence during the 
first half of the month ; and thunder on the 9th and 10th. 


MAY 1901— | 

Thus the weather of MAY 1901 was characterised by an unusually high mean baro- 
metric pressure, with a very large monthly range ; a mean temperature much above 
the average, with a mean daily range greater than any hitherto recorded in May 
during the past 46 years; a mean humidity under the average ; a mean rainfall less 
than the average, falling on 3 days fewer than the average ; an excess of easterly winds, 
blowing with a force much under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 307125 inches, cr 0°185 inch above the 
average. This high pressure has been only twice eXceeded since 1856, viz., in 1876 and 
1896, when it was 30°158 inches and 30°260 inches respectively, The excess was greater 
in the north than in the south, being 0-240 inéh at North Unst, but only 0°175 inch in 
Berwickshire, thus forming lower barometric gradients, resulting in a diminished wind 
force, 

The mean temperature was 51°4, or 2°-4 above the average, the days being 4°-7, 
but the nights only 0°2 above the avérage. Thus the high temperature was wholly due 
to the greater heat of the days, the general type of weather being anticyclonic, with the 
accompanying clear skies, dry air, and strong sunshine. The increase was greatest in 
the west, where at many places it was 4°-0, and least in the east, where at a number of 
places from Kinnaird Head to the Tweed it was less than a degree. The absolutely 
highest temperature was 80°°0 on the 25th at Poltalloch, and the lowest 27°-0 on the 
14th at Wolfelee. 

The mean rainfall was 1:96 inches, or 14 per cent. under the average. It was above 
the average in parts of the counties of Dumfries, Peebles, Berwick, Perth, Forfar, Aber- 
deen, Ross, and Sutherland, but the excess in all cases was small, In all other districts 
the rainfall was under the average, the largest deficiency being at the more western 
stations, being at a number of stations more than 70 per cent., and upwards of 50 per 
cent. over extensive breadths. Nearly the whole rain fell from the 5th to the lith, and 


‘from the 26th to the end of the month. The rest of the month was exceptionally dry 


and rainless. 


JUNE 1901— 

Thus the weather of JUNE 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure a little above the average, with a monthly range much above it; a mean 
temperature, fully a degree under the average, with a mean daily range a little above 
it; a mean humidity very low, indeed no lower mean humidity for June has been 
hitherto recorded ; a mean rainfall a little over the average, falling 1 day more than 
the ayerage; and 5 days of excess of winds from N., NW., W., and S., blowing with 
a force much aboye the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29:961 inches, or 0°019 inch above the average. 
The geographical distribution of pressure was peculiar. Thus in Shetland it was 0°050 
inch under the ayerage; at Cape Wrath, Inverness, and Gordon Castle it was the 
average ; from which it increased on advancing southwards, till in Galloway it was 
(.055 inch above the average. Also everywhere it was relatively much higher in the 
west than in the east. From this it followed that as pressure diminished more rapidly 
from south to north than usual, steeper barometric gradients were formed, and the 
force of the wind much exceeded the average; and as pressure was greater in the 
west than in the east, winds from N., NW., and W. prevailed 4 days more than the 
average, accompanied with lowered temperature and a drier atmosphere. 

The mean temperature was 53°°8, or 1°°1 less than the average, the days being 
0°-7 and the nights 1°°5 colder than the average. Temperature was nearly half a degree 
above the average from Bell Rock to the Tweed at coast stations. In all other parts of 
the country it was under the average, the greatest depression, about 2°°0, being in 
strictly inland situations in the counties of Inverness and Aberdeen in the north, and 
Ayrshire and Galloway in the south. The absolutely highest temperature was 80°°3 on 
the 8th at Loanhead, and the lowest 33°°5 on the 17th at Leadhills. 

The mean rainfall was 2°90 inches, or 12 per cent. above the average. The 
rainfall was below the average to the east of a line passing from Peterhead through 
Logie Coldstone, Lednathie, Dollar, N. Esk Reservoir, and Wolfelee ; and also on the 
west coast from Turnbery to Corsewall, but in nearly every case the deficiency was 
small. Over all other parts of Scotland the rainfall exceeded the average. The greatest 
excess occurred in Orkney and Caithness, where at several places double the average 
was collected. In Strathspey the excess was from 50 to 78 per cent., and the same 
excess was reported from Easter Galloway. Little rain fell from the 6th to the 9th, 
14th to the 16th, and from the 25th to the end of the month,

The birth-rate for the quarter was at the annual rate of 297 for every ten 


thousand of the estimated population, or 2°97: per cent. 
Wt. 17097.

In the Principal Town Districts the birth-rate for every ten thousand persons 
was 307; in the Large Town Districts, 321 ; in the Small Town Districts, 305 ; 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 263 ; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 228. 


The Birth-rate in Glasgow for every ten thousand persons was 324; in 
Greenock, 315; in Leith, 310; in Aberdeen, 306; in Paisley, 289; in Dundee, 
286; in Edinburgh, 253; and in Perth, 219. 

Of the 33,565 Births, 2088, or 6°2 per cent., were illegitimate, In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, the illegitimate births constituted 8°0 per cent. of 
the total; in the Principal Town Districts, 6:4; in the Insular-Rural Districts, 
61; in ther Small Town Districts, 5°7; and in the Large Town Districts, 
4:2 per cent. 

A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. Table I. shows that, 
as usual, the rate was highest in the North-Eastern and Southern Divisions, and 
Table II. that in six of the Counties the rate exceeded 10 per cent. The lowest 
rate in any County occurred in Ross and Cromarty, viz., 2°7 per cent.; and the 
highest in Wigtown, viz., 13°4 per cent. 

Of the 33,565 Births, 17,354 were of males, and 16,211 of females, being in 
the proportion of 107°1 males to every 100 females. 11,950 Births were regis- 
tered during July, or 385 daily ; 10,944 during August, or 353 daily ; and 10,671 
during September, or 356 daily. ;

DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 18,758 persons were registered in Scotland during the 


quarter, being at the annual rate of 166 per ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1:66 per cent. 

The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 
was 139,283 being at the annual rate of 169 per ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1°69 per cent, 

The Death-rate per ten thousand persons in the Principal Town Districts was

The mortalityfin Greenock for the quarter was at the rate of 201 per ten 
thousand. persons; in Dundee it was 193; in Glasgow, 188; in Leith, 183; in 
Edinburgh, 172; in Paisley, 169; in Perth, 161; and in Aberdeen, 158. 


Of the 18,758 Deaths, 9526 were of males, and 9232 of females. 6505 
Deaths were registered during July, being at the rate of 210 daily; 6529 during 
August, or 211 daily ; and 5724 during September, or 191 daily. 


MARRIAGES, 


8257 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
annual rate of 73 per ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°73 per cent. 


In the Principal Town Districts Marriages occurred at the rate of 96 per ten 
thousand persons ; in the Large Town Districts at the rate of 81; in the Small 
Town Districts at the rate of 63; in the Mainland-Rural Districts at the rate of 
39; and in the Insular-Rural Districts at the rate of 21. 


In Edinburgh Marriages were recorded at the rate of- 108 for every ten thou- 
sand of the population; in Glasgow the rate was 104; in Aberdeen, 95; in 
Paisley, 93; in Greenock, 92 ; in Dundee and in Perth, 82; and in Leith, 67. 


4080 Marriages were registered during July, or 132 daily; 1896 during 
August, or 61 daily ; and 2281 during September, or 76 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the-quarter having amounted to 33,565, and the Deaths to 
18,758, the natural increase of population not allowing for changes caused by 
emigration and immigration was 14,807. No satisfactory estimate of the number 
of immigrants can be formed, but, with regard to emigrants, it is found from 
Returns furnished by the Board of Trade that the number of these for the 
quarter was 100,201, of whom 38,440 were English, 9273 Scottish, 11,835 Irish, 
38,754 Foreigners, and 1899 whose nationality was not distinguished but of 
whom it may be assumed that 179 were Scottish. Deducting 92734179, the 
number of Scottish emigrants, from the number representing the excess of Births 


over Deaths, the remainder, 5355, may be taken as the approximate increase of the 
population for the quarter.

; DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As these Towns contain fully 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland, it is 
believed that the mortality from various diseases found in them will give a fairly 
accurate indication of that which prevails throughout the country. 


The total Deaths in these towns was 2682 during July, 2594 during 
August, and 2299 during September ; and of these, 120 in J uly, 135 in August, 
_ and 118 in September, were from vaguely defined or unspecified causes, 


. - Miasmatic Diseases caused 254 Deaths in July, being at the rate of 1:81 per 
thousand of the estimated population ; 175 in August, or 1:24 per thousand ; and 
143 in September, or 1:05 per thousand. To Measles were attributed 94 Deaths 
in July, or 0°67 per thousand ; 57 in August, or 0°41 per thousand; and 36 in 

September, or 0°26 per thousand. From Scarlet Fever there resulted 28 Deaths 
in July, or 0:20 per thousand, 10 in August, or 0°07 per thousand, and 15 in 

September, or 0-11 per thousand. From Diphtheria were recorded 8 Deaths 
during July, 9 during August, and 11 during September. Hooping-Cough caused 
99 Deaths in July, or 0°70 per thousand ; 61 in August, or 0-43 per thousand ; 

_ and 44 in September, or 0°32 per thousand. To Fevers were ascribed 16 Deaths 
in July, or 0°11 per thousand ; 32 in August, or 0°23 per thousand; and 31 in 

September, or 0°23 per thousand. 


Diarrhea and Dysentery caused 165 Deaths during July, or 1:17 per 
thousand ; 281 during August, or 2-00 per thousand ; and 154 during September, 
_ or 1°13: per thousand. 


From Venereal Diseases there resulted 11 Deaths in July, 10 in August, 
_ and 21 in September. . | 


To Intemperance were due 14 Deaths in July, 16 in August, and 11 in 
_ September, os . 
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Constitutional Diseases caused 545 Deaths in July, 491 in August, 
and 440 in September; and of these, Cancer caused 131 in July, 129 in 
August, and 118 in September; and Phthisis, 229 in July, 215 in August, and 
202 in September, being at the rate of 1°62; 1°53, and 1:48 per thousand of 
population in these months respectively. 

To Developmental Diseases were attributed 194 Deaths in July, 167 in 
August, and 159 in September. 

To Diseases of the Nervous System were ascribed 300 deaths in July, 299 
in August, and 255 in September. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System caused 340 Deaths in July, 219 in 
August, and 329 in September ; of which Croup was the cause of one in July, 
of 3 in August, and of 3 in September; Bronchitis of 135 in July, of 73 in 
August, and of 130 in September ; and Pneumonia of 180 in July, 121 in August, 
and 166 in September. 

To Diseases of the Digestive Organs were ascribed 223 Deaths in July, 
333 in August (this increase in August being due to the prevalence of Enteritis), 
and 220 in September. 

From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 84 Deaths in July, 
73 in August, and 61 in September. 

Parturition, or morbid conditions in connection therewith (including Puerperal 
Fever), caused 20 Deaths in July, 13 in August, and 22 in September. 

To Violent Causes were due 115 Deaths in July, 105 in August, and 94 in 
September. 


WEATHER. 
The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 


July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure greatly above the 


average, with an exceedingly low monthly range, the only lower monthly range — 


since 1856 being 0°512 inch in 1872; a mean temperature higher than any 
previously recorded for July, accompanied with a mean daily range considerably 
above the average; an average mean humidity ; a mean rainfall, very greatly under 
the average, falling four days fewer than the average; a four days’ excess of §.-E. 
and N.-E. winds, and a deficiency of four days of W., S., and E. winds, 


_ August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure, and a monthly range — 


a good deal above the average ; a high mean temperature, with a mean daily range ~ 


a little above the average ; a low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall, a little above 


the average, falling on the average number of days ; a four days’ excess of south- — 


westerly winds, blowing with a force rather above the average, 
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September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure nearly the average, 
with a monthly range rather less than the average; a mean temperature very 


much above the average, having been exceeded only in five years since 1856; a mean 


- daily range of temperature nearly a degree less than the average; a ae mean 
humidity ; ; a mean rainfall, one-third less than the average, falling two days fewer 
than the average; and an unprecedentedly large excess of easterly and southerly 


_ winds, blowing with a force considerably above the average. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 30-021 inches in July, 29:920 inches in August, and 29-860 


inches in September. The mean temperature for the quarter was 58°-0, being 
22 above the average mean temperature for the same quarter of the last 
ten years. The mean temperature during July was 61°8; during August, 57°'5 ; 
and during September, 54°°8. The absolute highest temperature was 91°-0 in 


‘ ) 


July, 82°°0 in August, and 75°°4 in September; the absolute lowest temperature 
being 37°:0 in July, 35°-0 in August, and 29°°5 in September. Rain fell on 10 
days in July, on 16 days in August, and on 15 days in September ; the mean 


depth being 1°85 inches in July, 4:18 inches in August, and 2°46 inches in 
September. Easterly winds blew on 10 days in July, on 5 days in August, and on 
12 days in September. Westerly winds blew on 13 days in July, on 18 days in 
_ August, and on 8 days in September. Northerly winds blew on 7 days in July, 


on 7 days in August, and on 5 days in September. Southerly winds blew on 11 


‘ days in July, on 12 days in August, and on 14 days in September.

JULY 1901— A 
Hence the weather of JULY 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric pres- 
sure much above the average, with a monthly range lower than any hitherto recorded 
for July, except July 1873 when it was only 0°517 inch; a mean temperature unpre- ; 
cedentedly high, being indeed nearly two degrees higher than that of any other summer 
month since the Society was founded in 1855, accompanied with an exceedingly large 


mean daily range of temperature ; a mean humidity under the average ; a mean rainfall 3 
considerably under the average, and falling on five days fewer than the average; and ¥ 
three days’ excess of easterly winds with a force under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30:021 inches, cr 0°135 inch above the average. 
The excess was alike in the east and the west in the same latitudes ; but it was consider- 
ably greater in the north than in the south, thus lowering the normal barometric gradient 
from south to north, resulting in a reduced force of wind, No storms of wind occurred 
during the month, 

The mean temperature was 61°:8, or 4°°6 above the average, the days being 5°7 and 
the nights 3°-4 in excess. This is a ‘record’ mean temperature for the month, the highest 
previously being 60°°4 in 1868. This temperature has, since 1764, been only once ex- 
ceeded, viz., in July 1779, the mean temperature of this month being 65°°7. The excess 
was greater in the south than in the north, and in inland situations than near the coast. 
The type of weather was eminently anticyclonic, with much strong sunshine ; and from 
the 14th to the 27th thunderstorms were of frequent occurrence. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 91°-0 on the 20th at Dumfries, and the lowest 37°-0 on the 22nd at 
Glencarron, | 

The mean rainfall was 1:85 inch, or 41 per cent. under the average, At the stations 
near the sea from Dunrobin to the mouth of the Spey, the rainfall was above the average, 
the greatest excess being 52 per cent. at Gordon Castle, the large excess there being due 
to the heavy rainfall on the 25th and 26th, on which two days there fell 3:41 inches. 
In every other part of Scotland the rainfall of J uly was under the average, the greatest 
deficiency being south of a line-drawn from Aberdeen to Monach. In Galloway gener- 
ally the amount collected was only about a fourth of the average.

The mean temperature was 57°°5, or 0°9 above the average, the days being 1°°4, 
and the nights 0°°3 above their averages. Over the whole of the eastern slope of Scotland 
_ and also in Galloway, Lanarkshiré; Dumbartonshire, Orkney, and Shetland, the mean 
e ‘temperature was above the average, the greatest excess, about two degrees, being in 
inland districts from Inverness to Edinburgh. On the other hand, in strictly western 
. situations from Cape Wrath, temperature was about half a degree under the average, 
owing to the increased prevalence of winds from the west, taken in connection with the 
anticyclonic type of weather which generally prevailed. The absolutely highest tempera- 
ture was 82°°0 on the Ist at Smeaton and on the 8th at Inverness ; and the lowest 35°°0 
: on the 17th at Kingussie. 

The mean rainfall was 4°18 inches, or 15 per cent, above the average. A marked 
feature of the meteorology of the month was the number of thunderstorms which occurred, 
and as these were accompanied with heavy downfalls of rain over very restricted areas, 

_ the distribution of the rainfall of the month was extremely irregular over the country. 
_ Most rain fell in Shetland, Orkney, and to the south of the Grampians, but more 
particularly in the west from Ardnamurchan to the Solway, the excess at several places 
being from 50 to 100 per cent. On the other hand, to north of the Grampians and east 
of the Caledonian Canal, and in the counties of Kincardine, Ross, and Sutherland, the 
rainfall was deficient, the deficiency being generally about a fourth of the average. The 
weather was stormy from the 26th to the 29th.

During the quarter ending 3lst December 1901, there were registered in 
Scotland 31,905 Births, 19,973 Deaths, and 7978 Marriages, These numbers 
are all below the average for the same quarter of the last ten years,

31,905 Births. were registered in Scotland during the quarter, giving an 
annual Birth-rate of 282 per ten thousand of estimated population, or 2°82 per cent. 
Wt. 28247.

In the Principal Town Districts the Birth-rate was 287 per ten thousand 
persons; in the Large Town Districts, 311; in the Small Town Districts, 294 ; 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 249; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 242. 

In Leith the Birth-rate per ten thousand persons was 321; in Aberdeen, 
307 ; in Glasgow, 289; in Paisley, 281; in Greenock, 276; in Dundee, 274; in 
Edinburgh, 241; and in Perth, 221. 

Of the 31,905 Births, 1944 were illegitimate, being at the rate of 6°1 per 
cent. In the Insular-Rural Districts, 4:4 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; 
in the Large Town Districts, 5-0 ; in the Small Town Districts, 5°4 ; in the Principal 
Town Districts, 6°0; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 8°1 per cent. 

A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland is given in Tables I. and II. Table I. shows that the highest 
rate occurred in the North-Eastern and Southern Divisions, and Table II. that in 
seven of the Counties the rate of illegitimacy was over 10 per cent. The lowest 
rate in any County occurred in Shetland, viz., 1°6 per cent., and the highest in 
Wigtown, viz., 15°8 per cent. 

Of the 31,905 Births, 16,337 were of males, and 15,568 of females, being in 
the proportion of 104°9 of the former to every 100 of the latter. 11,224 Births were 
registered during October, being at the rate of 362 daily ; 10,228 during November, 
or 341 daily; and 10,453 during December, or 337 daily.

DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 19,973 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 177 per ten thousand of estimated population, 
or 1°77 per cent. 

The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 
was 136,838, being at the annual rate of 166 per ten thousand persons, or 1:66 
per cent, | 

In the Principal Town Districts the mortality was at the annual rate of 200 
per ten thousand persons; in the Large Town Districts, 176; in the Small Town 
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6 Report. 


In Glasgow the Death-rate was 214 per ten thousand of population; in 
Dundee, 212; in Aberdeen and in Greenock, 198 ; in Perth, 188 ; in Edinburgh, 
185; in Leith, 170; and in Paisley, 169. 


Of the 19,973 Deaths, 10,030 were of males, and 9943 of females. 5828 
were registered during October, or 188 daily; 6746 during November, or 225 
daily ; and 7399 during December, or 239 daily. 


MARRIAGES. 


7978 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
rate of 71 for every ten thousand persons, or 0°71 per cent. 


In the Principal Town Districts the Marriage-rate was 84 per ten thousand of 
estimated population; in the Large Town Districts, 65; in the Small Town 
Districts, 63; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 57; and in the Insular-Rural 
Districts, 53. 


The Marriage-rate in Aberdeen was 95 per ten thousand persons; in Perth, 
94; in Edinburgh, 92 ; in Glasgow, 88 ; in Leith, 79 ; in Dundee, 76 ; in Greenock, 
71; and in Paisley, 70. 


1916 Marriages were registered during October, or 62 daily ; 2008 during 
November, or 67 daily ; and 4066 during December, or 131 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 31,905, and the Deaths 19,973, 
the natural increase of population not allowing for changes caused by emigration 
and immigration was 11,932. No statistics are available regarding the number of 
immigrants, but from Returns furnished by the Board of Trade it is found that the 
number of emigrants for the quarter was 66,878, of whom 28,264 were English, 
4555 Scottish, 6409 Irish, 25,530 Foreign, and 2120 whose nationality was not 
distinguished, but of whom it may be assumed that 149 were Scottish. Deducting 
4555 + 149, the number of Scottish emigrants, from the number representing the 


excess of Births over Deaths, 7228 remains as the probable increase of population 
during the quarter.

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


Of the whole population of Scotland, fully 36 per cent. is resident in these 
towns, and it may therefore be assumed that the rates of mortality from varicus 
diseases observed in tliem will indicate with considerable accuracy that which 
prevails in the country at large. 


The total Deaths in these towns was 2456 in October, 2869 in 
November, and 3074 in December, and of these, 113 in October, 120 in November, 
and 127 in December, were from ill-defined and unspecified causes, 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 206 Deaths in October, or 1:46 per thousand of 
estimated population ; 257 in November, or 1°88 per thousand; and 286 in 
December, or 2:03 per thousand. 


Measles caused 56 Deaths in October, or 0°40 per thousand; 102 in Novem- 
ber, or 0°75 per thousand ; and 136 in December, or 0°97 per thousand. To Scarlet 
Fever were attributed 25 Deaths in October and in November, being at the rate of 
0°18 per thousand in these months respectively ; and 24 in December, or 0°17 per 
thousand. From Hooping Cough there resulted 36 Deaths in October, or 0°26 
per thousand ; 32 in November, or 0°24 per thousand ; and 39 in December, or 0°28 
per thousand, To Diphtheria were ascribed 36 Deaths in October, or 0°26 per 
thousand; 31 in November, or 0°23 per thousand ; and 21 in December, or 0°15 
per thousand, Fevers caused 40 Deaths in October, or 0°28 per thousand ; 48 in 
November, or 0°35 per thousand; and 37 in December, or 0°26 per thousand. 
One death in Glasgow in October was attributed to Plague. 


Diarrhea and Dysentery caused 64 Deaths im October, being at the rate 
of 0°45 per thousand ; 54 in November, at the rate of 0°40; and 47 in December, 
a rate of 0°33. : , 

Venereal Diseases caused 14 Deaths in October, 9 in November, and 10 


in December. 
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From Intemperance there resulted 13 Deaths in October, 14 in November, 
and 19 in December. 


Constitutional Diseases caused 479 Deaths in October, 506 in November, 
and 505 in December. Of these, Cancer caused 120 in October, 107 in November, 
and 113 in December; and Phthisis, 206 in October, 267 in November, and 
237 in December, being at the rate of 1°46, 1-95, and 1:68 per thousand in 
these months respectively. 


To Developmental Diseases were ascribed 157 Deaths in October, 
170 in November, and 220 in December. 


To Diseases of the Nervous System were attributed 279 Deaths in October, 
296 in November, and 325 in December. 


Diseases affecting the Respiratory Organs caused 457 Deaths in October, 
749 in November, and 776 in December ; and of these Croup was the cause of 
one in October, of 5 in November, and of 3 in December; Bronchitis of 208 
in October, of 325 in November, and of 377 in December ; and Pneumonia of 212 
in October, of 346 in November, and of 324 in December, 


To Diseases of the Organs of Digestion were attributed 216 Deaths in 
October, 195 in November, and 175 in December. 


From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 72 Deaths in 
October, 84 in November, and 80 in December. 


Diseases incidental to Parturition (including Puerperal Fever) caused 19 
Deaths in October, 21 in November, and 15 in December. 


The Deaths from Violent Causes numbered 99 in October, 112 in November, 
and 143 in December. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

October was characterised by a mean barometric pressure and a monthly 
range both very near the average; a mean temperature slightly above the average, 
with a mean daily range a good deal above it; an average mean humidity ; a 
mean rainfall, half an inch under the average, falling three days more than the 
average; a three days’ excess of southerly winds blowing with the average force 
of the month. 

November was characterised by a very high mean barometric pressure, with 
a monthly range considerably under the average; a mean temperature slightly 
above the average, with a mean daily range a little above the average ; an average 
mean humidity; a rainfall, a little less than the average, falling on four days 
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less than the average number ; a mean wind force appreciably above the average, 
with four days’ excess of westerly winds. 

December was characterised by an unusually low mean barometric pressure, 
with a monthly range a little above the average ; a rather low mean temperature, 
with a mean daily range a degree less than the average; an average mean humidity ; 
a mean rainfall, also the average, but falling on two days more than the average, 
with average winds as regards direction, but blowing with a force considerably 
above the average. 

The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 29866 inches in October, 30°072 inches in November, and 
29°478 inches in December. The mean temperature for the quarter was 41°°3, 
being 1°°0 below the average mean temperature for the quarter during the 
last ten years. The mean temperature during October was 46°°3 ; during November 
41°-1; and during December, 36°°4. The absolutely highest temperature was 
69°°3 in October, 60°-0 in November, and 58°°0 in December; the absolutely 
lowest temperature was 23°°3 in October, 6°°0 in November, and 9°°5 in 
December. Rain fell on 20 days in October, on 14 days in November, and on 
21 days in’ December; the mean depth being 4°19 inches in October, 3°56 
inches in November, and 4°74 inches in December. Easterly winds blew on 
7 days in October, on 6 days in November, and on 7 days in December. Westerly 
winds blew on 14 days in October, on 16 days in November, and on 17 days in 
December. Northerly winds blew on 6 days in October, on 10 days in November, 
and on 11 days in December. Southerly winds blew on 13 days in October, 
on 7 days in November, and on 9 days in December.

OCTOBER 1901— 


Hence the weather of OCTOBER 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric pres- 
sure a little above the average, with a monthly range a little below it ; a mean tempera- 
ture nearly the average, with a mean daily range much above it; a mean humidity 
slightly under the average ; a mean rainfall slightly above the average, but falling on 
three days more than the average ; a two days’ excess of southerly winds, blowing with a 
mean force rather under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°866 inches, cr 0°054 inch above the average. 
To the south of the Grampians pressure was rather above the average, the greatest 
excess being 0010 inch on the Solway ; but under the average to the north, the largest 
deficiency being 0°030 in Shetland and the Outer Hebrides. From the comparatively 
large deficiency in the north-west resulted the excess of southerly winds during the 
month, 

The mean temperature was 46°°3, or 0°2 less than the average, the days being 0°6 
above, but the nights 1°°0 under the average. Temperature was above the average in 
Shetland, Orkney, and over the south of Scotland south of the Forth and Clyde, the 
excess, however, being in all cases small. Over all the other districts in Scotland 
temperature was under the average, the largest deficiency, above one degree, being from 
the Ochils to the head of Strathspey. The absolutely highest temperature, 69°°3, 
occurred on the 2nd at Dumfries, and the lowest, 23°°3, on the 26th at Braemar. At a 
large number of stations temperature did not fall to freezing. : 

The mean rainfall was 4:19 inches, being 4 per cent. above the average. It was very 
irregularly distributed over Scotland. It was under the average to the east of a line 
passing from Wolfelee through Stronvar, Fort Augustus, Glencarron, and Cromarty. 
The deficiency was greatest, about 50 per cent., between the Cheviots and the Firth of 
Forth. Elsewhere the rainfall was above the average, in certain districts largely so, 
being generally about 50 per cent. of excess in Galloway and Argyllshire, At Cally 
it was 120 per cent. above the average, Taken as a whole, the weather in Scotland for 
the month was exceptionally wet. The disastrous storm of the 5th to the 7th was both 
widespread and protracted. 
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NOVEMBER 1901— 


Hence the weather of NOVEMBER 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure very much above the average, with a monthly range much under the average ; 
a mean temperature nearly the average, with a large mean daily range; a mean 
humidity a good deal under the average ; a mean rainfall, slightly less than the average, 
ae on 2 days fewer than the average ; and a 3 days’ excess of west-north-westerly 
winds. 

_._ The mean barometric pressure was 30°072 inches, or 0°242 inch above the average. 
_ The excess of pressure was considerably greater in the west than in the east, resulting 
in an increase of north-westerly winds. 

The mean temperature was 41°'1, or 0°°2 above the average, the days being 0°°9 
above, and the nights 0°5 under the average, the higher temperature of the days being 
occasioned by the increased sunshine. In the west temperature was about a degree 
above the average ; in the east nearly the average; but in Shetland and Galloway it 
was nearly a degree under the average. The absolutely highest temperature was 60°°0 
on the 20th at Airds, and the lowest 6°°0 on the 16th at Braemar. 

The mean rainfall was 3°56 inches, or 7 per cent. under the average. The distribu- 
tion of the rain was unusually irregular. It was above the average on the south shore 
of the Moray Firth and for some distance inland, and to the south of a line drawn from 
North Berwick to Campbeltown. Over the rest of Scotland the rainfall was under the 
average. The deficiency was greatest over a broad district extending from Skye east- 
wards through Scotland to the east coast from Aberdeen to Fife. The rain fell chiefly 
_ from the 7th to the 21st, and was heaviest from the 18th to the 21st. 

The outstanding feature of the weather of November was the disastrous north-easterly 
gale of the 12th. The damage to shipping and loss of life on the east coast was very 
great, and inland there was a complete break-down of the telegraph wires. 

Thunder and auroras were not reported. 


DECEMBER 1901— 


Thus the weather of DECEMBER 1901 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure unusually low, with a monthly range a little above the average; a mean 
temperature considerably below the average, with a mean daily range a little below it ; 
a mean humidity slightly less than the average; a mean rainfall rather above the 
average, and falling on four days more than the average ; and four days’ excess of winds 
trom the quarter between NE. and NW., blowing with a force well above the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°478 inches, or 0-304 inch below the average. 
Since 1856 the mean pressure of December has been only twice lower, viz., in 1868 and 
1876, when it was respectively 29°312 inches and 29409 inches. The relative depression 
was much greater in the south than in the north, and in the east than in the west. This 
geographical distribution of the pressure, together with the steep gradients, accounts for 
the direction and force of the wind which prevailed. 

The mean temperature was 3674, or 1°°6 lower than the average, the days being 1°°8 
and the nights 1°-4 under the average. Everywhere temperature was less than the 
average. Generally, the cold was least near the coast and greatest at inland stations. 
The deficiency was nearly three degrees at Wolfelee, Drumlanrig, Cally, Leadhills, 
Kingussie, Fort Augustus, and Lairg. On the other hand, it was scarcely a degree 
at the eastern coast stations from Orkney to Fifeshire. The highest temperature was 
58°0 on the Ist at Perth, and the lowest 9°°5 on the 7th at Braemar. 

The mean rainfall was 4°74 inches, or 14 per cent. above the average. It was under 
the average at some scattered stations in the north-west, and in central Argyll, and ad- 
joining parts of Renfrew, Bute, and Dumbarton. The rainfall in other districts was 
above the average. ‘The excess was 110 per cent. in Arran, 89 per cent. at Stobo Castle, 
and 56 per cent. at Gordon Castle; but at the other stations it was moderate, The 
weather was cold, damp, and disagreeable. From the 12th to the 14th a severe snow-storm 
occurred, and gales were of frequent occurrence. Snow fell frequently from the 14th 
to near the end of the month, when milder weather set in. Thunder occurred on the 8th,
